Included in these figures is $225,000.00 | 
borrowed in anticipation of taxes and repaid 
during the year. With taxes payable earlier 
in 1935, it is hoped that less money will have 
to be borrowed, although, on account of un- 
precedentedly low interest rates in 1934, the 
cost to the town wes unusually small. 

Expenditures were 12 percent greater than 
in 1933 and involved the issuance of 8651 
checks. Payments were in accordance with 58 
warrants prepared by the Accountant and 
approved by the selectmen. 

Statements of the Cemetery Perpetual 
Care Funds and other trust funds, in the 
custody of the treasurer and on deposit in the 
Andover Savings bank, amounting to $22,- 
428.58, will be found elsewhere in the town 
report 

Four new tax titles were taken for non- 
payment of taxes, and three were redeemed, 
leaving 13 accounts, amounting to $5567.03— 
three times as much as a year ago. 

The funded debt has doubled this year and 
now stands at $515000.00, of which 78 per- 
cent is for schools, and 21 percent for sewers. 

For the first time in over ten years the 
town resorted to long term borrowing, and 
the interest rate of 2 1-4 percent on the Junier 
High School bonds, which mature serially 
from 1935 to 1953, was the lowest en record. 
Of the $293000,00 borrowed, $24275,06 has 
been spent. 

As prompt payment of taxes is vital to the 
town’s credit, itis very much to be hoped that 
the percentage of payment during the year of 
levy, which has declined from 83 percent to 
75 percent over a six-year period, will im- 
prove from now on.

Town Digging Itself 
Out of Record Snow 


Heaviest Fall Since 1898 Keeps B. P. W. Busy in Effort 
to Clear Streets—Main Roads Kept Pass- 
able—Mercury Drops 


Andover and the whole country woke up 
Thursday morning to find itself buried under 
the heaviest blanket of snow that had been 
recorded in almost forty years, a snowfall 
which found the most modern of snow-fight 
ing equipment almost useless, a snowfall 
which put a nearly complete stop to all 
movement of traffic, a snowfall which may 

| cost the life of one local man now on the 
danger list at the Lawrence General hospital, 
a snowfall which marooned many travelers 
in railroad stations, police stations and count 
less other places, a snowfall which in brief 
turned everybody's life almost topsy-turvy 

All day long the Board of Public Works 
struggled with all the equipment that could 
be secured in an endeavor to make the roads 
yassable, at times defeated by a strong wind 
which nullified the efforts of even the town 
and state tractor by blowing all the snow 
back into the road again as soon as it had 
been plowed. Gradually, however, the town 
was working itself clear, and before long, 
with the help of 115 E.R.A. men who were 
put Gn this morning in a state-wide effort to 
clear the highways, it was expected that 
conditions would again be satisfactorily near 
normal, 


Mercury Tumbles 


Last night the weather man aggravated 
conditions by tumbling the mercury down to 
a record for this winter. At midnight the 
thermometer at the police station read two 
below, at one five below, at four nine below, 
and at eight it had continued its downward 
lurch to ten below. At Shawsheen sixteen 
below was reported. Weather reports, how 
ever, predicted that it would be warmer 
before nightfall. 

The storm began early Wednesday with a 
heavy sustained fall accompanied by a lash 
ing wind, All through the day and through the 
night and into the next morning it continued, 
gradually circling the townspeople with a 
tenacious grip that will take many days, 
many men, much money, and much equip 
ment t» loosen completely. 

By Thursday morning the snow had piled 
up to an average of well over two feet, and in 
places the drifts had mounted to a good six 
feet. The main roads, with the exception of 
Lowell street, had been made passable, but 
the sidewalks throughout town could not be 
kept clear with the result that pedestrian 
traffic was shunted out to the highways 
Michael Collins, 62, of Old County road was 
severely injured by a truck while he was 
walking on Main street because of the lack of 
sidewalk facilities, Private walks were 
shovelled out from houses directly across 
where the sidewalk used to be to the road- 
way.

Be Patient 


The complaints telephoned to the 
Board of Public Works office regarding 
snow removal yesterday were many, but 
anyone who had the misfortune to be 
travelling in other communities after the 
storm would never have complained 
about the Andover street department's 
work. This town was well ahead of most 
of the surrounding communities, despite 
the fact that in area Andover is much 
larger than most of the others. 

Combatting a storm such as this was 
no easy matter, and there were many 
communities which could not keep 
even its through main highways open. 
With the exception of Lowell street 
Andovet managed to open all its through 
roads, but the wind near Haggetts pond 
made all the plowing efforts up there 
useless. Union street and the Den Rock 
road in Lawrence were most of the day 
impassable. 

The only thing that could humanly 
have been done in this storm was to first 
open the main roads and then gradually 
open up the side streets. Sidewalk plow- 
ing was out of the question, since no 
horse could last very long pulling a 
plow through snow that piled in as fast 
and as heavy. 

So be patient for a little while longer 
if the snow around your own locality 
bothers you. The town is doing every- 
thing possible to clear its ninety-nine 
miles of highway, and before long con- 
ditions should be near normal again. 
They say it was the biggest storm since 
1898; once every forty years isn’t too 
often to have to stand a little inconyen- 
ience like that of the last few days.

Already there have been indications 
that the annual town warrant this year 
will contain the usual number of requests 
for water and sewer extensions, road 
teconsuuction and sidewalk building.

zen wanted his own little pet project 
passed. If his project has worth from 
the standpoint of the whole town, it 
should be included in the budget of 
some department, usually in that of the 
Board of Public Works. 

At each town meeting Article three 
includes appropriations for the Board of 
Public Works, segregated into various 
items: highway maintenance, highway 
construction, water maintenance, water 
construction, sewer construction and 
maintenance. The aggregate of all 
reaches a very substantial total, but in} 
addition to that special articles are 
usually passed including items which 
should be in the regular B.P. W. budget. 
As a result the money spent by the 
B.P.W. every year usually amounts to 
far more than that of any other depart- 
ment, when all the sums are considered. 

Andover might take a valuable hint 
from the procedure in city governments, | 
where a certain amount is appropriated | 
for each department at the beginning 
of the year, and if anyone wants his 
pet project to go through, he must have 
the approval of the department head, 
who takes the responsibility for the pro- 
ject by including it in its budget. If in a 
town like Andover, a water extension 
or a sidewalk project has sufficient merit 
to earn an appropriation, it certainly 
should be included in the budget of the 
Board of Public Works which has the 
responsibility for the care and improve- 
ment of our streets and water works. 

A certain amount of water and high-| 
way construction should be done each 
year, but it should be done in accordance 
with a long-range plan so that the most 
necessary work and only the most neces- | 
sary could be done each year. The pres- 
ent hap-hazard special appropriation 
plan allows work to be done, which 
should be postponed, while other needed 
work remains undone. 

Road and water work is the Board ef} 
Public Work’s responsibility; each year 
its budget should contain allowances for 
the work that must be done, and if there 
is a request for any such work in a| 
special article, that must be prima facie 
evidence that the Board of Public Works 
did not think it sufficiently important to 
include it in its regular budget, and 
therefore the town should not pass it. At 
town meeting this year, if there is any 
special article of this sort that is in- 
serted in the warrant by anyone other 
than the Board of Public Works, the 
voters of this town should vote it down.

Protest Against C.C.C. 


A protest against the cutting down of hem- 
locks by the C,.C.C, boys in the Harold 
Parker state forest, was contained in a letter 
from Albert H. Dimlich recently printed in 
the Boston Transcript. 

The letter follows: 

To the Editor of the Transcript: 

While rambling about the woods within the 
C.C.C, domain in this town, we came upon a 
group of the boys engaged in cutting down a 
clump of beautiful hemlock trees of a good 
size. These trees were situated on a slope 
cverlooking the bottom of an already planned 
artificial pond. The excuse of the engineer in 
charge is that these trees would come below 
the water line. Considering that particular 
site, I’m sure the responsible individual 
should have had the resourcefulness to build 
his pond in such a way as to preserve those 
luxuriant hemlocks; for a pond can be con- 
structed almost anywhere with man power 
and dead materials, but where nature has 
already done a fine piece of work we'd better 
let well enough alone. 

To me it appears to be a tremendous 
blunder to sacrifice many noble trees, which 
are none too numerous in this section, to the 
plans of some C.C.C. engineers. It undoes 
much of the splendid work which the C.C.C. 
has accomplished; and let us hope those 
responsible for the projects of the other 
camps use better judgment in determing the 
removal and cutting of trres. 

As a streng believer in the several pur- 
poses of our C.C.C. camps, I regret the 
necessity of writing someone this adverse 
criticism regarding some of their work. 
However, it is very important that we save 
at least a fair proportion cf our biggest and 
handsomest trees regardless of whether they 
stand in the middle of a proposed woodland 
road or on the edge of a planned miniature 
pond. Furthermore, there are some people 
who stroll about the woods, creeuinably, for 
the purpose of enjoying the grandeur and 
magnificence of the trees, individually and 
en masse, and not to find fault with some- 
body’s work.
